"The Russian D^ogram, provides for four 
cruisers. We propose to build four, and 
»lso 13 destroyers. It Is estimated that 
Jthe cost of the new program will be 
£8,000,000, making the entire expendi- 
ture for the new ships £15,000,000. The 
battleships will be especially adapted 
for the passage of the Suez canal." Mr.

Prlmltlvo Method! Tkmt Are Fallowed by 


the Slow doing Oriental*. 


At Tnlping tho tku mines cover an area 


of Bovcral square miles and are worked al- 
most entirely by Ountonene. They resorn- 
blo nothing so much as the gold washings 
of Californii!, and Now Zealand—that is, 
ft tin washing is a series of delphs or hol- 
lows, liko tin ordinary English quarry, 
excupt that there is no stone. 


Tho sand or rubblo is excavated and 


conveyed to tho troughs, which aro placed 
nt a Millieient height to allow of tho water 
running freely down an incline. One man 
rakos up to tho topmost end tha flakes of 
tin, which resemble bits of black pencil 
lead, and which, whon disengaged from 
all mud or other light clinging matter, 
sink at once to the bottom of the inclined 
trough. 


Other laborers pick out tho larger stones 


from tho rubble, while a man stationed 
at tho bottom of the trough pushes up tha 
accumulate! mud from which tho lead is 
not yet quite separated, so that it may 
pass through n, second or third course of 
washing. Tho leaden ore is then carried in 
buckets to special cleansing houses and 
there thoroughly washed once mere. 


The furnace looks like a good sized wlno 


cask set on end, but at a slight angle, and 
*>ach one is provided within iron pan for 
O base. 


This iron pan, together with a number 


of cooper's hoops twined round tho baked 
mud, serves as a stiffening and helps to 
keep the furnace from collapsing. The 
lead oro is thrown, together with the char- 
coal which melts it, in ono mass into this 
barrellike fui'nace, when the molten metal 
soon passes through tho charcoal aad 
escapes (through a vent in tho side of tho 
lower portion of tho barrel furnace) into a 
small pit dug into the ground below. 


The firo is kept active by a primitive, 


but very effective bellows, consisting of a 
hollowed tree fitted with a wooden piston, 
and connected with tho furnace by a short 
bamboo tube inserted iuto its side. Tha 
whole apparatus costs only (at present 
rates of eschaage) about $18.50. 


A workman rakes the slag out of the 


pit, and if tho market price of tin is suffi- 
ciently high to mako it pay to do so this 
slag is passed a second time through the 
furnace. The pure molten tin,- freed from 
the slag as it simmers in the pit, looks 
liko so much quicksilver. Tho "pigs" are 
like so many large bricks with one side 
rounded and the other flat, the flat side 
having a broad rim or border. 


The explanation of this is that blocks of 


wood of precisely this shape are pressed 
into the sand or mud which forms the 
natural floor of tho smelting houses. When 
these wooden molds are removed, of courso 
corresponding holes remain, and into 
these holes the molten lead is ladled from 
the pit. It takes a whole day to cool suf- 
ficiently to get firm. When it has well 
set, it is lifted or dragged out of the holes 
with long rakes aud dashed with water. 
After a littla more cooling it is ready for 
shipment. 


At Perak in 1888 and at Maliwun in 


1893 I found that four or five Chinamen 
could turn out seven hundredwight of tin 
pigs a clay, worth in 1803 about $140 in 
all.—13. H. Parker in Chambers'Journal. 


A Moderate Ambition. 


A prosperous florist in New Orleans used 


to tell to his friends the following inci- 
dent of personal experience, which may 
contain a suggestion for othei American 
fathers and sons: 


"My father," he said, "wr.s a shrewd 


Swiss, a mechanic. Ke died whon my 
brother and I were lads. Finding that his 
health was such as to give promise only of 
a few months of life, ho said to us ono 
evening: 'I have but little money to give 
y<^u, only enough to educate you and start 
you in business in a humble way. Let ma 
advise you to become florists or vegetable 
or bee growers for this reason: I forsea 
that there will be great competition in 
most kinds of business in • this country, 
and because of this competition men work- 
ing for wages will be forced to accept low 
returns for their work. In the occupa- 
tions I have mentioned you will not need 
to employ many men, and you need no6 
necessarily bo employed by any one. You 
can, if you aro wise and not eager to get 
rich, be comparatively free and un- 
ehackled- 
" 'Another reason is that if you do 


your work mainly yourselves there are 
few temptations in these employments. 
Yon nro not likoly to squabble with pears 
or strawberries or potatoes, and if your 
principal companions and friends are bees 
and roses they will not tempt you to 
drink or to gamble.' 


"I have sever regretted," said the man, 


"that I followed his counsel and chose a 
quiet, obscure career in which there are 
small profits and a reasonable degree of 
independence. "—Youth's Companion. 


Names of Warships. 


Some of the many Greek and Latin 


names for British warships have been 
subjected by sailors to a "sea change" 
which made them more modern though 
less poetic. Bellerophon and Belisarius 
were good enough for officers and lands- 
men, but tho men before the mast pre- 
ferred "Billy Euffin" and "Bully Saw- 
yers." 
Our own sailors have shown con- 


siderable activity in the same line, especi- 
ally as tc names of Indi/in origin. Ad- 
miral Porter, writing on this subject soon 
after the civil war, said Agamenticus had 
been quickly turned into "Aggy meanfe 
to cuss." 


The admiral .was inclined to think our 


Indian names jjore objectionable than 
those in the classic style, but such titles 
have at least the advantage of being alto- 
gether national, for they are the only 
strictly American names that could be 
found. Indeed they are moro suitable than 
the classic names in every way, for it 
•eema more reasonable to think of a greac 
mass of wood and metal in connection 
with a mountain like Katahdin or Tacoma 
than with imaginary nymphs and swaina 
of whom Ovid told pretty stories about 
8,000 years ago.—Lippincott't

LIFE IN A WARDKOOM 


THE OFFICERS' QUARTERS ON BOARD 


A MAN-OF-WAR. 


Where All Except the Commander Eat, 


I/ivo aud Have Their Socinl Hcing—Naval 
Etiquette Isolates the Man Whom All 
Others on Board Must Obey. 


The wardroom on a man-of-war is the 


living place of all the older officers of 
the ship, with one exception, the com- 
manding officer. 
He lives by himself, 


has his own cabins, his own mess, his 
own servants. Naval etiquette and ous- 
toin have established this habit of isola- 
tion for the man on, tho ship who has 
command of all the rest. The reason is 
undoubtedly to be found in the very 
fact that he represents extraordinary 
power. Under these circumstances any 
attempt to forget the superiority of his 
rank by means of a common oabin or 
meesroom for him and his subordinates 
would only result in embarrassment on 
both sides. 


This does not mean that he may not 


be sociable, for much depends upon the 
man. 
But it is safe to say that any show 


of effusiveness among those who live 
abaft the mast must come from his side, 
if he wishes jtjo be general. The situa- 
tion is a delictfte one. 


In the freer air of the •wardroom we 


find from 10 to 30 officers living togeth- 
er, the number varying with the size of 
the ship. Their ages may range from 35 
to 50, and they are of all ranks above 
that of naval cadet, and of all corps. 
Engineer officers, line officers, medical 
officers, marine officers, one pay officer 
and one chaplain, may all be included 
in the wardroom of a large ship. These 
men live in staterooms arranged about a 
common space, which is known as the 
"wardroom country. " This assumption 
of a space of prairielike dimensions ia 
comparatively truthful in the cramped 
quarters of a ship. 
In this "countr>" 


exists the social life of the wardroom. 
Here these men of varied callings, yet 
all of the sea's following, live, move 
and have their social being. 


A day spent in a wardroom by a land- 


lubber would reveal many interesting 
differences between naval officers and 
their brethren on shore. To begin with, 
they are more cosmopolitan in their 
speech. The men in our wardrooms are 
gathered together from all parts of the 
Union. Local discussions find but an 
uninterested audience, or even a derisive 
one, 
so that a naval officer gets accus- 


tomed to speak and think of all the 45 
states as belonging equally to him. Out- 
side of his own country he is so grea't a 
traveler that very few civilians can keep 
up with the way he skips in conversa- 
tion from China to Peru or to Tasma- 
nia. 
Other characteristics that are 


quickly noticeable are his simplicity, 
his cheerfulness and his heartiness. The 
wardroom is constantly resounding with 
laughter. The men in it are healthier 
th^ men who live in houses. They get 
up Earlier in tho morning and go to bed 
earlier at night. Most of our wardrooms 
are bustling with officers at 7 o'clock in 
the morning. 


A glance at the breakfast table shows 


the senior line officer presiding, and the 
other officers placed near him according 
to rank. At the other end of the table 
is the man whp has been elected by his 
messmates to direct the catering of the 
mess. Between this early meal and the 
breakfast proper, which comes at half 
past 11 or 12 o'clock, there is not much 
life in the wardroom, for the daily mil- 
itary routine is full of drills and exer- 
cisea which keep most of the officers on 
dock. There are drills with great guns 
and with small arms, drills in clearing 
ship for action, drills in handling am- 
munition and iaa,uy others—all of them 
rooted in the one idea that you must 
preserve yonr own life by destroying 
that of yonr enemy. 


As soon as an officer returns to the 


wardroom from one drill and begins a 
conversation or perhaps hums a song he 
is interrupted by the bugles on deck and 
must buckle on his sword and return to 
another drill. 


At every call to quarters all officers 


must report themselves ready for duty. 
The chaplain and paymaster, having 
much less to do with drills than the 
other officers, are usually the first to bo 
back in tho wardioom, where there is 
coxier vrcr.ii 4or tA^ii». Tlio iikudiciti oiii- 
cor has gone forward to the sick bay to 
look after his patients. 


When tho midday breakfast comes, 


there is the first breathing space for a 
little leisure and relaxation. But the 
drills for tho day are not yet over, and 
at 1 o'clock tho bustle is resumed 
throughout tho ship. A sudden call may 
come for collision drill, or fire drill, or 
battalion drill. If at sea, a floating tar- 
get may be dropped overboard, and for 
an hour tho sbjp be shaken from stem 
to stern by tho dischargsof guns. From 
8 to 5 o'clock in tho afternoon there ia 
generally a-rospito from wait, and tho 
wardress begins U» niiow signs of bo- 
ing a homo. Some in it are reading or 
writing, others are amoking or playing 
games or loafing. Still others nro in 
their rooms taking tho seaman's after- 
•MOB uau. Bnt at 5 o'clock tho drill?

After » Tiger and Tiro Panthers Failed 


to Floor the Hot Overflery Bull, Pan* 
deruoodaia Breke Loose la the Audi- 
ence and the Show Was Declared Off. 


Besides many other regular forms of 


amusement the residents of Manila used 
now and then to have the bullfight. As a 
rnlo, however, performances to the bull 
ring were few and far between, sinco lusty 
animals seemed incapable of thriving in 
the torrid climate of the Philippines. It 
was during the early days after my ar- 
rival that, the eld wooden ring—squatting 
out In the ricefields of tho Ermita suburb 
—was to bo used for the last time, and tho 
occasion was one of unusual interest since 
the posters announced in grown up letters 
a "struggle between wild beasts—grand 
fight between full blooded Spanish bull 
and royal Bengal tiger, direct from the 
jungles of India." For days before the 
exhibition conversation in the cafes along 
the Escolta invariably turned to tho sub- 
ject of the coming exhibition, and it was 
evident that tho managers fully intended 
both to reap a large harvest of heavy dol- 
lars and to wind up tho career of the ball 
ring association in a blaze of glory. 


A hot afternoon in early February found 


everybody directing their steps toward the 
wooden structure, which consisted of a 
lot of rickety scats piled up around a cir- 
cular arena. The reserved sections were 
covered, with a light roof to keep off the 
hot afternoon sun, but the "bleachers," 
for those that held only "billotes de sol," 
were exposed to the blinding glare. The 
andience—a crowd of 3,000 persons with 
dark faces showing above suits of white 
sheeting—found tho canter of the ring or- 
namented with a huge iron cage some two 
rods square, while off at the side were 
smaller cages containing the "fleras," or 
wild beasts. 


The show opened amid breathless excite- 


ment with an exhibition of panthers, and 
a man diessed, in pink tights ate dinner 
in their big cage after setting off a buncL 
of firecrackers tinder one of the "fleras," 
which did not seem inclined to wake up 
enough to lick his chops or to pretend to 
want to eat somebody. The daring per- 
former lived to digest his glass of water 
and one cracker, and a deer was next in- 
troduced into tho inclosnro. The panthers, 
even at the command of the keeper, seem- 
ed unwilling to attack their gentle foe, and 
on continued hissing from the big audi- 
ence the animals were withdrawn. 


Then great shouts of ''El toro, el tore!" 


arose as oU at the small gate- at one side 
the bull appeared calmly walking forward 
Tinder the guidance of two natives, and 
renewed applanse arose as the small heavy 
cage containing the royal Bengal tiger 
was rolled up to the slMing door of the 
central structure. 


The bull was shoved into the Iron jail, 


a dozen or more bunches of firecrackers 
were set off in the small box holding the 
tiger In order to wake him np, the slide 
door connecting.tho two was withdrawn, 
and with a deafening, roar the great In- 
dian cat rushed fp'rth and tried to swallow 
a man who was standing outside the bars 
holding a heated pitchfork. The bull stood 
quietly" in , one corner wagging his tail 
and after blinking his eyes once or twice 
proceeded to examine his antagonist in a 
most friendly spirit. In fact, there seemed 
to bo no "ha&T feeling at all between the 
two beasts, and tae tiger apparently only 
wanted to get at the gentleman outside 
the cage, not at the bull. 


The audience howled and Jeered at the 


tiger, bet on the bull and criticised the 
man with the pitchfork as he gave the 
tiger several hard pokes in the ribs. This 
angered tho beast so that he made a dive 
for the bull and promptly found himself 
tossed into tha air. But as he came down 
he hnng on to the bull's nose and dug 
his claws intothe tough hide. Curiously 
enough, the bull did not seem to mind that 
In the least, and the two stood perfectly 
still, locked in close quarters, f ot- some five 
minutes. 


And, to make a long story short, there 


occurred some four of these mild attacks 
—always incited by the man with the 
pitchfork—during which, the bull stepped 
on the tiger, making him howl with pain, 
and the latter badly bit the bull on the 
legs and nose. After the fourth round 
both beasts seemed to be in want of a 
siesta. It was growing dark, and the 
dissatisfied audience cried for another 
bull. 


The first animal was finally dragged 


away after the tiger had gladly retreated 
to his cage, and a fresh bull with more 
spirit; was introduced. Now, however, the 
tiger was loss game than ever, and no 
amount of firecrackers would induce htm 
to stir from the small cage. Ho seemed 
far too sensible and, literally appeared to 
bo possessed of an asbestus skin. 


It was now getting really dark. The 


audience joined in a chorus of howls. Peo- 
ple began to light matches to see their 
programmes, and the circns ring looked as 
If It were filled with fireflies. Then tho 
programmes themselves were Ignited to 
get more light. Cries of "Giye us back 
our money!" and others of a loss printablo 
kind aroso, and pandemonium reigned. 
Ken jumped into the ring, but the tiger 
tefused to move for anybody. A couple of 
panthers wore again hastily introduced in- 
to the cage with the bull in the hope of 
•tirring things up. 


But the bull merely licked one panther 


on tho nose and wugged his tail at the 
Oilier, while the show was declared off on 
account of darkness. Then everybody filed 
out in disgust, and tho man with tho 
Tiigoc, piiuuicts and piU,iuuik» oiiucii iur 
foreign shores by tho first steamer. Such 
was the last performance! in the "Plaza de 
Toroa de Manila," and nowadays nothing 
snarkji the spot where stood the arena 
except the littlo ticket office, over whom 
windows are tho words "Billetos de Sol."

GORDON AND PCLYCaAMY. 


No Conversion of Africa Possible 11 Mo- 


nogamy la Btxjuired. 


A particularly interesting reminiscence 


o£ General Gordon was given recently at 
the Shoreditch town ball by the archbishop 
of Canterbury, who presided over a meet- 
Ing convened in the interest of the uni- 
versities mission to central Africa. Very 
shortly before starting for Khartum, in 
1884, Gordon oarae to Dr. Temple to con- 
sult him on three problems, the first of , 
vrhich was whether as a mere layman he 
would be justified in endeavoring to con-1 
vert the natives and even to baptize them. 
To that tho archbishop answered certainly 
—every Christian was at liberty alike to 
preach and to baptize. 


Gordon then,propounded a plan he had 


for buying slaves "a thousand at a time, 
drilling thcia'-thoronghly, and perhaps 
making 10 per cent good soldiers, giving 
freedom ultimately to all, and asked 
whether slave buying conld ever be justi- 
fiable. Again the archbishop could reas- 
sure his ecruples .and point out that if 
purchased with a view to giving them lib- 
erty the act w,ould"be compatible with the 
highest Christianity., Tho ultimate diffi- 
culty, however, was polygamy, Gordon 
explaining that a man hftd rarely less than 
four wlve.s,'-'aa;this number sufficed to 
maintain' hun.lind asking whether Chris- 
tian tenets could possjbly sanction a limit- 
ed plurality of wives. But on this Dr. 
TemjSlo' admitted he could give no justify- 
ing permission,wistever, arid to establish 
a pseudo religion without so elementary a 
principle o£ moraUty would b# highly rep- 
rehensible':' "Then," said Gordon, "Africa 
Is a long way from conversion if one wife 
is made an essential of it."—London Tele- 
graph. 


. The Heat of the Sun. 


It is impossible except by illustration 


and comparison to grasp the idea of tha 
heat of, the sun. According to calcula- 
tions, based upon the energy of the sun's 
rays on the earth, the temperature at its 
surface is domputcd as about 18,000 de- 
grees F. No artificial temperature of this 
degree can. be created by any known 
means. Efforts have been made to collect 
and utilize the tremendous heat power of 
the sun, but cloudiness, mist and darkness 
have prevented anything like marked suc- 
cess. At the Columbian exposition an ap- 
paratus was shown, consisting of a reflector 
and proper attachments, which utilized 
the hea£ of the sun to such an effect that 
a two horsepower engine was run by it. 
It is proposed to try experimenting with 
reflectors in countries where the sky ia 
free of cloudiness and the sun shines al- 
most uninterruptedly nearly every day in 
the year. —iJfi 


AN OCTAGONAL BARN. 


A Shelter For Cows Which Combine! 


Comfort and Economy. 


[' An octagonal barn, combining com- 
fort and economy, is described by The 
Country Gentleman. It is 50 feet in 
diameter, but has a floor space for the 
cows of over 150 feet, affording room 
for 50.

There is the least 
possible work in attending to the cattle 
and especially in their feeding. This 
form of building is the most economic- 
al, takes the least quantity of lumber 
and needs the lightest of framing stuff 
outside, only requiring heavy beams 
and stout supports under them on the 
lower floor. It is the strongest of all 
kinds of framing except an exact circle 
and has the most available space inside 
for the length of wall of any figure ex- 
cept the circle, and it closely approaches 
this economy of space, for one has every- 
thing in it right under his hand, to be 
reached with the fewest possible steps.

In the building of an octagonal barn a 


few directions may be useful. The low- 
er part, of course, needs to be of stout 
timbers to hold up tho great weight of 
stuff that may be heaped in above.

TAX RATE GREATLY DECREASED, 


Assessors Finish Work of Valuation 


and Set Rate at 21.80. 


The assessors have finished the 


work of valuation, and have fixed the 
tax rate, with a result which proves 
most satisfactory. 
The tax rate this 


year will be $21.80, just 
$2.20 lower 


than last year, and lower than it lias 
been for some years. This is due to 
an increase in the valuation of the 
city by nearly $1,000,000. 


The valuation this year is $9,493,495, 


while last year's was 
SS.544,412. Of 


this increase, $220,000 is the result of 
new buildings. The valuations have 
been changed to what the assessors 
consider a much more equitable ad- 
justment. The increase is almost en- 
tirely in the business and manufac- 
turing 
portion of the city, while 


property on the outskirts is not in- 
creased. 


No per cent was used in the increase, 


but the assessors placed a higher valu- 
ation where it was thought just, and 
the result is what is considered a fairer 
valuation, with a consequent lower tax 
rate.. 


This. will include state and county 


tax as estimated by the city council. 
As the county tax has been raised 
above that estimate, the city's extr; 
share •will have to be raised aside from 
the regular tax.

OUR BOSTON LETTER. 


Loud Demand That Mines In 


the Harbor Be Removed. 


Some Uoubt About the •Kequeat Being 


Grunted at Ouce—ReiooviU » Tank of 
Great 
I>»oger — War 
Hake* Hemp 


Scarce—Itewey Still the Popular Idol. 
Suniiuor Cttiup For Boy« on Long Inland 
Ar« Our Banker! DUhoucst?—l>rainatic 
•u<l I'oraouul. 


This is a world of change. A few 


months ago Boston was howling for de- 
fenses and there was a great protest 
^ent up among business men because 
our habor had not been mined. But Un- 
cle Sam was not unmindful of us, and 
in due time began work here, placing 
deadly 
torpedoes 
in our channels. 


Scarcely had the work been completed 
before another wuil was heard, demand- 
ing that this great element of danger to 
shipping should be removed. Now put- 
ting down submarine mines is one thing 
and taking them up is another, and, it is 
deplaned, a more dangerous task, so the 
oiiicialK who have the matter in charge 
are in no rush to tackle the job.

Indeed, Colonel S. M. Mansfield of the 


engineer corps for this district has not 
yet determined what action he will take 
relative to the removal of the submarine 
miaes from this harbor. He elated re- 
cently that he is not sure that he will ex- 
plode or take up any o£ them until the 
close of the war, although he thinks it 
more than likely that he will. Continu- 
ing, he said: "My orders are of a. dis- 
cretionary nature and 1 shall use my 
best jud'g-rftent in reaching a decision. I 
think it probable that with a little work 
all of the mines may be so arranged that 
It will not be necessary to take them up, 
keeping them in readiness for any emer- 
gency that may arise. Of course, if they 
are allowed to remain where they are, 
it will be necessary to stiii maintain a 
patrol in the fields both day and night, 
but I believe that if the larger vessels 
will consent to slow down when going 
through the channels, the mines may b« 
safely kept where they are. 
* » * 


If the colonel decides to remove the 


mines the first to be taken up will be 
those in the channel at Deer island light, 
so as to widen the channenj to about 1200 
feet, the breadth of deep water. Col- 
onel Mansfield says that the depth of 
water over the mine field at Deer island 
light at high tide is sufficient to float 
without danger the largest ship that 
comes into Boston harbor, but that to 
ease the pressure upon navigation at this 
point he may take up sufficient mines to 
give incoming and outgoing ships plenty 
of room to pass each other at any time of 
tide without danger of coming into con- 
tact with the mines. In the meantime 
work on the fortifications is being: rushe'd 
and, 
peace or war, they are to be com- 


pleted at the earliest date possible. Spain 
has no terrors for us now, but there 
are other nations that have navies and it 
is proposed to be ready in the future for 
any emergency.. * * * 


At the same time it must be admitted 


•that there is good ground for the de- 
mand that the mines be removed, as 
the death traps are a constant menace 
to life. It is no secret that more than 
one anchor has caught in the connecting 
wires and "mixed the babies up" in an 
(almost hopeless tangle. 
One of the 


leading electricians said to me the pres- 
ent week: "It is a wonder somebody 
has not been blown into eternity before 
this. 
I have aided in taking up and 


straightening out several tangles that 
it would seem almost impossible to make 
without greatest danger. When, one of 
those mines explodes the ship that is 
near will sail no more in these waters. 
We exploded one the o'ther day and the 
•water went 200 feet into the air. Where 
would a vessel have gone if she had been 
within the danger circle?" 


« * * 


Speaking of defences, reminds me that 


this city and state may soon feel the ef- 
fects of the war in a way hardly expect- 
ed. Unless hostilities with Spa!n soon 
cease, or our authority is formally es- 
tablished in the Philippines, we shall be 
suffering from a hemp famine which 
cannot fail to prove embarrassing, es- 
pecially to New England interests. We 
have large concerns manufacturing rope 
and cordage here in Massachusetts, to 
whom the cutt^g off of their supply of 
raw material irfeans a great deal, and it 
it is to be hoped that the shortage may 
not assume such proportions as to cause 
them serious inconvenience. The world's 
consumption of hemp is about 20,000 
bales a week, and, according to statis- 
tics compiled to the first of the present 
month, there is about a three weeks' 
(supply now in Manila ready for ship- 
ment when the ships are free to come 
|and so there. 


The stock of hemp here is exceeding- 


ly small just now. The hemp in the j 
(hands of speculators throughout the | 
country aggregates but a single week's 
consumption under normal conditions. 
The position is not, however, quite as 
bad as would appear from this, as there 
are now some half-dozen cargoes com- 
ing here from the Philippines, having 
left before theblockade was established 
and havincr a total of about 60,000 bales. 
This supply will, it is hoped, bridge our 
manufacturers over the time that inter- 
venes between its receipt and the resto- 
ration of unrestricted commerce with 
the base of supplies. The effect of tha 
shnrtnq-pi is seen in the present prices 
for hemp, which are nearly three fold 
those quoted six months ago, with the 
crop, presumably, as large as it was last 
year.

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THE OLDEST STORY WRITER IN AMERICA 


Dr, & Weir Mitchell, the Author 


of "Hugh Wynne," 


Career of the Author-Physician, 
His Professional Experiences 
Fitted Hini Admirably For 
Fiction Writing—Acci- 


dental Publication of 
His First Period- 
ical Contribution,

jlitchell, the oldest story writer in 
America, \\hose novel "Hugh Wynne, 
Free Quaker." lias reuohej a sqle rising 
cf 30,000, comes hinc'stly by his unusual 
abilities, both medical ^ind literary. 


His grandfathe;. Alexander Mitchell 


of Virginia, was of scotch, birth and one 
of the ablest physicians in the valley 
of Virginia. Early in life Dr. John K. 
Mitchell, father of the present author- 
physician, established himself in Phila- 
delphia, Here both as a practitioner 
and as a professor in the Jefferson Med- 
ical college he earned wide reputation 
as a leader in his profession. He was 
one of the first to make scientific inves- 
tigation of "animal magnetism," or 
hrpnor.ism, as we now term it. 
His 


original studies o£ fevers were much in 
advance of his time and his contribu- 
:ions to medical literature of the day 
.vere generally recognized. 
He 
also 


wrote several poems and one or two 


^stories of merit. 
Two of his lyrics, 
Bt'he Old Song and the New Song" and 
P^"raine Lea," once had a wide popu- 


larity. 
S. Weir Mitchell was one of 


eight children, of whom two sisters and 
a brother survive. Three of the broth- 
ers served in the civil war. 


Dr. Mitchell's boyhood was passed 


amid the give and take of a large fam- 
ily, the members of vhich were con- 
stantly spurred to intellectual activity 
through the example of a father at all 
times mentally alert, who constantly 
encouraged his children in discussions of 
the literature of their own and earlier 
times. The boy's natural trend toward 
letters was also greatly fostered by his 
freedom of his father's large library, a 
freedom that was restricted in one par- 
ticular only—the classics were withheld 
until the lad was old enough, in his 
father's judgment, to read with dis- 
cernment. I am informed that an early 
number of The Century Magazine will 
contain a poem from Dr. Mitchell's pen 
telling how he was allowed '"•hen a boy 
of 15 to open a volume of Shakespeare 
for the first time. "Henry V" was se- 
lected for the initial reading. 


Dr.jiVlitchell entered the University of 


Pennsylvania at 15 years of age, in- 
tending/o take the fall'course, but was 
oblis^:A o leave the institution with- 
gut ^^auating owing to a long illness 
vTITr-' attacked his father and broke up j 
>;he son's studies in his senior year. At 


this time ho decided to study medi- 
cine. 


It is well known by the friends of the 


Mitchell family that the doctor's fa- 
ther did not see promise- of success in 
the son's abilities, nnd. moreover, that 
he predicted failure until after the 
young man had been studying for some 
time. 
This pivdn tioii vtus proved a 


mistaken one years before the father's 
death in 1S5S, though even then no one 
could have foreseen the full measure of 
success that was in store for the son. 


It is only natural, under the circum- 


stances, that S. Weir Mitchell should 
make verses when but a boy anfl that 
he should continue to write after he 
had begun the practice of medicine. 
When a lad, he attracted the notice of 
Oliver Wendell Holmes at the table of 
Dr. John K. Mitchell, and he .so pleased 
the older poet that he gave him a copy 
of his "Ballad or the Constitution," 


things so substantially apart as medi- 
cine and literature. 


The- seven or eight years immediately 


preceding the civil war were years of 
KHMt activity lor Dr. Mitchell. He had 
his place to make as a practitioner, but 
while this is often quite enough for 
men of more than avorage ability it 
lacked a good deal of fully occupying all 
his tune and energy. He launched at 
one* Into the writing of papers on med- 
ical and allied tuple's, the first of which 
was publishod in 1852. and before tho 
decade between 1850 and I860 \vas far 
advanced he had begun a series of pa- 
tient researches 
into the nature of 


poisons, particularly the chemical na- 
ture of snake venoms. Early in the 
sixties a large and handsomely illus- 
trated quarto volume containing the re- 


tin elegant quarto volume. With Illus- 
trations, which has materially advanc- 
ed the 
knowledge of snake poisons, 


demonstrating fur the first time that 
such poison is nut simple, but complex 
and multiple. 
Other contributions to 


man's knowledge of reptiles appeared 
from time to time from Dr. Mitchell's 
pen, and he has over and over resumed 
his investigations in this direction. 
Quite recently he read an important pa- 
per upon "Crotalus Poison" before tho 
National Academy of Science, This will 
shortly appear in print. 


In 1SG2 Dr. Mitchell entered upon 


three years' work as an army surgeon, 
serving first in the Christian Street 
(Philadelphia) hospital and later in the 
Turner's Lane hospital. He had special 
charge of soldiers suffering from nerv- 


eral practice and established him as an 
authority upon almost every form of 
chronic disease, but especially upon dis- 
eases of the nervous system. About 18 
, yours ago he lectured in Baltimore upon 


j what la now known In America as "tho 
rest treatment" and in >3urope as "the 
Weir Mitchell treatment." At first this 
treatment was laughed at on both sides 
of the Atlantic. Eminent authorities 
hero and abroad declared it to be an 
absurdity almost too' extravagant for 
serious consideration, while its reported 
results were considered far too brilliant 


• for belief. It has rescued numberless

which Is still said to be among the 
prized possessions of the author of 
"Hugh Wynne." When later Dr. Mitch- 
ell, at 27, decided to print a small vol- 
ume of verse, it was referred by the 
publishers, Ticknor & Fields, to Dr. 
Holmes for consideration. As is well 
known, from the statement made in the 
Dedication of one of Dr. Mitchell's books. 
Dr. Holmes advised Dr. Mitchell to 
withdraw these verses and to reconsid- 
er them at 40. Dr. Holmes impressed 
strongly upon his younger' friend the 
belief that a man could not actively 
and with equal success consider two 


suits of Dr. Mitchell's work in regard to 
rattlesnake poison was brought out by 
the Smithsonian institution. This was 
undoubtedly the most valuable work 
of original research yet published up- 
on the subject, and while, as Dr. Mitch- 
ell says, it contained some errors since 
corrected by himself and others, no one 
has increased the store of information 
contained between its covers concerning 
the habits, anatomy and physiology of 
serpents. Later this subject was again 
taken up by Dr. Mitchell, aided by Dr. 
Reichert of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and this Investigation resulted in 


ous disorders and wounds of nerves. His 
experiences 
in 
the army hospital 


brought into being a volume on "Gun- 
shot Wounds and Other Injuries of the 
Nerves," written in collaboration with 
Professor W. W. Keen and Dr. George 
Morehouse. It contained much that 
was entirely new concerning nerve in- 
juries and nervous disorders and was 
followed in 1872 by a much larger work 
on similar lines by Dr. Mitchell alone. 
This volume is today considered the 
great storehouse of facts concerning in- 
juries of the nerves and their disorders 
and has been liberally drawn upon by 
medical writers in the preparation of 
other books. A contribution to the re- 
mote history of these cases has been 
made by Dr. John K. Mitchell, Dr. 
Mitchell's son, in a highly original vol- 
ume, the title of which is "History of 
Nerve Lesions." 


Dr. Mitchell's numerous papers on 


diseases of the nerves led to his being 
extensively consulted and to a change 
in his career which took him out of gen- 


victims of hysteria and neurasthenia 
and long ago won recognition in the 
practice of the most eminent physi- 
cians. 


All told, Dr. Mitchell's scientific and 


professional publications—papers, pam- 
phlets and volumes, issued from 1852 to 
1894, inclusive—number 125. Every one 
of them is the result of original personal 
investigation, and they are mostly brief. 
He has been asked more than once to 
compile voluminous textbooks, but he 
has always declined on the ground that 
he is not willing to undertake labor in 
which he must depend almost altogether 
upon the brains and work of other per- 
sons. 


His serious literary career was seem- 


ingly not begun until 1S83. Then, after 
having obeyed the wise decree of Dr. 
Holmes in devoting himself heart and 
soul to his profession for nearly 25 years, 
Dr. Mitchell felt that he could return 
to the pen he had once loved and use it 
again for the writing of other things 
than scientific disquisitions. In reality 
his experience in hospitals and as gen- 
eral practitioner had served him most 
admirably as a preliminary school for 
the study of human nature, and there 
is not the slightest doubt that his power 
as a fiction writer is in great part de- 
rived from the wonderfully varied otor<s 
of human experiences which he lias been 
able to lay up during his professional 
career. 


Dr. Mitchell's first contribution to the 


nonodioal press came about by acci- 
dent, and the story thereof, which has 
piobably not been in print 
before, 


comes to me from a perfectly reliable 
source in this form: 


Some time after the close of the war 


he was one day humorously discussing 
with friends the question as to whether 
loss of physical members involved loss 
of any portion of one's individuality. 
As a result of that discussion he wrote 
out the supposititious case of one George 
Dedlow, who had suffered the amputa- 
tion of both arms and both legs. Tho 


pr.per was an exceedingly clover o»t, 
and Its de&criptlon and cilscuKslons were 
highly IntereBtlntr. Dr. Mitchell Ic-nt it 
to tho Jluv. Dr. l^urncss, and he, think- 
ing it would be road with Interest by 
his friend lidward Everett Halo, sont 
it to him. Dr. Hale was at that time 
connected with The Atlantic Monthly, 
and his trained eyo at once noti:d the 
value of the paper as a contribution to 
"his pcriuJicui. It soerned of such value, 
indeed, that the leading article for tho 
number, then about to go to press, was 
lifted out of the forms and "The Case 
of George Dedlow" was hurriedly sub- 
stituted. It was published anonymous- 
ly, and Dr. Mitchell'* first intimation 
of the fact was afforded by the recep- 
tion of a letter from Dr. Hale inclosing, 
v. 1th the proof, a liberal check and 
complimenting the author on the fresh- 
ness, uneonventionality and power of 
his work. Some of my readers may re- 
member the sketch. It was written ia 
such realistic fashion as to cause sub- 
scriptions to be raised for the imagi- 
nary George Dedlow's support and corn- 
fort. 
An extended discussion of th« 


case followed in the newspapers, and 
it was some time before it was under- 
stood that no such armless, legless Ded- 
low really existed. 


Dr. Mitchell did not in any sens* 


abandon medicine when he took up the 
writer's pen. He still attends to bis 
practice with all his old time vigor, nor 
has he ceased writing on scientific 
topics. 


His literary output includes several 


novels, a number of short stories, four 
volumes of poems and a book of fairy 
tales. His poems have not attracted as 
much attention as his other literary 
writings, but this may be because the 
public has been chary of giving atten- 
tion to the metrical productions of a 
writer known for years as a profession- 
al man only. At all events the "Hill of 
Stones," "The Masque," "The Cup of 
Youth," "The Mother" and other of his 
poems are full of power, imagination 
and true poetic grace. 


It is interesting to note that he has 


introduced a distinct pathological por- 
traiture into every one of his novels. 
Thus in "Hugh Wynne" he has traced 
with unerring hand the progress of the 
crumbling of the intellectual powers 
caused by senile decay, in "Far In 
the Forest" a prominent character suf- 
fers from homicidal melancholia, in 
"Roland Blake" the disease thus de- 
picted is hysteria, and in the story now 
appearing in Century another form of 
mental malady is portrayed, in which 
the person affected is subject to al- 
ternate fits of intense elation and mel- 
ancholy. 


It is manifest that no writer who has 


not passed through professional experi- 
ences somewhat like Dr. Mitchell's could 
successfully introduce such portraitures 
into fiction and that his long profes- 
sional career has given him advantages 
in writing certainly as important as 
any he may have missed by postponing 
his entrance to the literary arena so 
many years. 


Dr. Mitchell does his literary writing 


in the summer time. 
On June 1 he 


leaves 'Philadelphia and goes to Cana- 
da, where he fishes for salmon on some 
of the Canadian rivers. Then he goes 
to his summer home at Bar Harbor. It 
is there that he writes, when he feels 
inclined, in the mornings until he is 
ready to return to Philadelphia. He 
does all of his writings with the pen. 
He never dictates thia work, and it ia 
well known that he puts an unusual 
amount of labor on his stories. Though 
he writes rapidly and with ease he 
seems never satisfied with his work as 
first written. It is stated that there is 
not a chapter of importance in "Hugh 
Wynne," for instance, that was not 
written at least twice before it was 
sent to the printer and that some chap- 
ters were thus dealt with three times. 


Betides. Dr. Mitchell corrects his proof 
almost Interminably. 


Dr. Mitchell belongs to the third of 


tli;cc generations of success. His son. 
Dr !. K. Mitchell, is lecturer on dlag- 
:K •• < in th* medical department of th« 
n,j \crsity of Pennsylvania nnd rep- 
rr •-. tus, a fourth gent-ration of prof»»-

Pelly river, 59; White river, 96; Sixty 
Mile river, 31; Dawson City, 45—a total 
of 1,423 miles. 


While the places mentioned are the 


principal points on the line, Mr. Hos- 
mer states it is the Intention of the 
company to establish stations every 
four miles. The line will, to a certain 
extent, be a Canadian government af- 
fair, and it is-expected it wijl be util- 
ized very largely by the mounted police 
in their communications. In fact, th» 
Canadian government has really been 
acting in concert with the company, 


called into requisition and combined 
with the information furnished by a 
party of men who at the instance of 
the company took a prospecting trip 
some months before there was danger 
of sources of knowledge being shut off 
by winter. This latter party, Mr. Hos- 
mer states, discovered that a fairly di- 
rect line could be built and still many of 
the anticipated difficulties avoided. 


The route does not include the famous 


Chilkoot pass, but dodges the issua by 
going to the east of this monument of 
death and despair. There js no point 
on thi. projected line, Mr. Hosmer says, 
where there will not be mainta.ned a 
passable road just BO long as "the 
weather will permit." In fact, the con- 
struction of the line really means a new 
route to the Klondike, and one which ia 
likely to find great favor with thosa 
•who prefer an overland journey. 


ly every year. At every station In the 
deep snow section It will therefore bo 
necessary to store a sufficient quantity 
of provisions to avoid any danger of 
starvation of the telegraph employees 
even under extraordinary circumstances. 
This means 
a. heavy outlay, when 


it is considered that the uniform rule 
of a station every four miles will, as 
stal'-'l. be adopted by the company. 


TI e officials of the company believe 


thai .1 force of 400 telegraph operators 
wil! be required the year round. Many 
of these of necessity must be inured 
to hardship, and as much care will be 
exercised in recruiting the operators 
almost as would be observed in select- 
ing men to wear the uniform of Uncle 
Sam. In addition to this force of op- 
erators it will be necessary to have, it 
is estimated, at least 100 linemen, and 
their duty will be perilous—fully as 
much so as that of their brethren In 
the big cities before the days of under- 
ground wires.

line constantly to bear in mind the fact 
that the cost of maintenance Is likely 
to be great. 
Along some portions of

mendous—very like that In the vicinity 
of Durango, Colo., where the people ex- 
pect to be snowed up for weeks regular- 


tent, and the entire field practically is 
open only to men. A pleasant feature 
for the operators Is that the salaries 
paid will be what are known aa "top 
nbtch." 


What work can be accomplished thl»

The stories told and tha opinions 


vouchsafed by people who have been 
north, and perhaps more by those who 
have not been to the present civilized 
outskirts of the Yukon gold region, re- 
garding the prospects of success in

differ 
very 


widely. Among those who have been 
to Skagguay recently, and who are in a 
position to speak authoritatively of the 
condition of things in the north, is Lieu- 
tenant Colonel James Domville, M. P., 
of Rothesay, N. B. He made hisjnves- 
tigations at great personal inconven- 
ience with a view to obtaining all pos- 
sible information prior to going In witfc 
the expedition which he will lead in the 
spring. 


Besides visiting Skapgnay and the 


intermediate points along the coast— 
Wrangell and Juneau—he went up th« 
passes, and it was of his observation* 
there that he recently chiefly spoke 
when in conversation with a reporter. 
"Wo are now making preparations for 
an expedition," said he, "and will start 
as soon as it is practicable. It Is not 
practicable now. I have made investi- 
gations, and I consider that the White 
pass, from ^kagguay, IB the only spring 
route to iso i.- by. When I was at Skag- 
guay, there Nvere 3,000 people in that 
town, and all were housed, and I would 
not be at all surprised to see 20,000 there 
later on." 


Colonel Domville further said that If 


he was a young man he would go to 
Skagguay right away and go into the 
provisioning business. There was sure, 
said he, to be a demand there in the 
spring for provisions. People leaving 
the south would have to buy various 
packages there to supplement their out- 
fits. Through the winter people would 
gradually work their way out to Lake 
Bennett, and by spring their outfits 
would be considerably lightened, BO that 
it would be necessary for them to return 
to Skagguay—there was nowhere else— 
and replenish them. 


"Now, then," he continued, "before 


spring there will be many houses built, 
and people will be encamped all along 
the trail to Lake Bennett. There will 
be with those who come later a great 
army of people. They talk about going 
down on the ice, but that is Impracti- 
cable. They will have to wait until the 
river f>ppn« In Mnv. Thp lumber nronnrt 
the lake is being used up fast, and I 
think it Improbable that all these peo- 
ple will get through. I am convinced 
that there are only two good routes by 
which to enter the mining regions. The 
one is to attack the White pass and get 
Into Lake Bennett In time to go down 
the river in the spring, and the other 
Is by the mouth of the Yukon. To at- 
tempt th,» Dalton trail now ia worse 
than folly. I will give you an instance. 
The big Pierre Ilumboidt expedition 


that left here In November is now en- 
camped in the Dalton trail, 20 milea 
from Pyramid harbor, and they will 
never get through this winter. It is fol- 
ly to attempt the Dalton trail now, and 
later it wiii be impossible on account 
of the snow. It is only a late summer 
trail." 


Colonel Domville was asked whether 


the Stickeen wa-s as good as the other 
routes mentioned. "The river will not 
open until the 20th of May," he said, 
"and vessels drawing only 26 inches can 
run there in summer. I will tell you 


tirely erroneous, as the steamers run 
direct from Vancouver to Skagguay 
bay, and the old tiresome trip in a 
small steamer from Juneau is avoided.
